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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Plantations Labour Act , 1951 provides for the welfare of plan 
tation labour and regulates the conditions of work in plantations . It 
has been in operation since April 1954 and is administered by the State 
Governments . The Act was last amended in 1981. 


2 . In a meeting of Labour Secretar . es of States , having plantation in 
dustry held in September , 1984 , the need for further amendments to 
make the Act more broad -based was considered . The Central Govern 
ment had also received proposals from State Governments to amend the 
Act and the rules framed thereunder . The Tripartite Industrial Com 
mittee on Plantations at its meeting held in August , 1985 , felt that the 
Act should be amended to ensure provisions of welfare fucilities as well 
ag adequate safeguards against the toxic chemicals . A sub -committee 
was constituted in August, 1985 to consider the required amendments . 
The report of this sub -committee was considered and approved , with 
certain modifications , by the Tripartite Industrial Committee in August, 
1986 . 


3. The Plantations Labour Act, 1951, does not contain any provision 
Specifically dealing with safety of workers , Similarly , there is no en 
abling provision covering occupational health problems arising from 
risk of injury to health during work in the plantations. One of the 
major problems of safety and health resulting from technical progress 
in plantations arises out of the risks associated with the growing use of 
chemicals, especially insecticides, fungicides and herbicides . The main 
hazard in this respect arises out of handling, transport , storage and use 
of these chemicals in plantations . The Act and the rules framed there 
under have , at present , no provisions for safety precautions to be taken 
for the storage , utilisation and handling of insecticides and pesticides 
in plantations . It is , therefore , considered necessary to amend the Act 
to provide specifically for safeguards to be adopted in the use and hand 
ling of such substances by the prurkers. 


4 . The provisions under section 17 of the Plantations Labour Act . 
1951 enjoin the State Government to make rules requiring that in every 
plontation the employer shall provide the workers with such number 
aid type of umbrellas, blankets and rain coats or other like amenities 
for the protection of workers from rain or cold as may be specified in 
such rules. This section has limited scope as it does not cover handling 
of insecticides and pesticides hy workers in plantations and for making 
rovision of potrctiva clothing for safeguarding health and safety of 
sich workers . Ji is , thercfore, essential that the Act should contain 
provisions to protect workers from the use of hazardous chemicals be 
sides giving them pintertion itgainst weather conditions while working 
in plantations. 
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5 . It has been felt that to crisure better implementation of welfare 
provisions under the Act , specific targets should be fixed for provision 
of certain facilities and that penalties for non - compliance of such pro 
vision should be made muro Stringent . It has also been considered 
ibt essary ihat the Act should be suitably amended to make provisions 
L aluting to the liability of an employer in regard to the workmen em 
played by a contractor engaged for the execution of a work by such 
emplover , modify the definitions of family and employer , prohibit em 
plovment of children in plantations and also to strengthen the inspecto 
lates to make implementation of the Act more effective

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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 3 of the Bill seeks to insert a new Chapter IVA containing 
provisions dealing with safety of workers . This clause seeks to insert 
a new section 18B which empowers the State Government to make rules 
for carrying out the provisions of the said Chapter . The matters in res 
pect of which rules may be made , inter alia , relate to the qualifications 
of supervisors , training of workers , medical examination of workers and 
exhibition of precautionary notices . 


2 . Clause 25 of the Bill seeks to amend section 43 of the Act dealing 
with the general power to make rules . A new clause empowering the 
State Government to make rules regarding the manner in which 3 
memorandum relating to settlement of compensation shall be registered 
by the employer with the Commissioner has been inserted in sub - section 
( 2 ) . Sub - section ( 3 ) has been substitizted with a new sub -section pro 
viding for laying of the rules , so framed , before the State Legislature . 


3. The matters in respec , of which rules may be made under the 
aforesaid provisions are matters of procedure and administrative detail . 
The delegation of legislative power is , therefore, of a normal character .
